War in Morocco. 


Hostilities have been resumed in 
Morocco. Yesterday it was announced that 
peace negotiations between the French and 
Spanish~allies on the one hand, and the 
Riff. rebels on the other, had broken down, 


offered by the European allies upon terms 
which proposed that the sovereignty of the 
Sultan should be recognised by the rebels, 
that Abdel Krim should go into exile, and 
that the tribes should be disarmed. If
